One Thread a Hundred Yards tn 
Length May Weigh But an Ounce.

is very silky in appearance and gray 

to brown in color. Often the fibers 
are several feet in length. 

Asbestos upon leaving the cobbing 

sheds is sent to the spinning mills 
in bags holding about 100. pounds. 
| Upon its arrival it is first forecarded 
by a machine similar to the saw tooth 
gin used in cotton mills. This separ- 
ates the tangled fibers, after which 
a final carding takes place on A 
regular carding machine. When the 
asbestos leaves the carding machine 
it is combed smoothly and the fibers 
laid parallel in a uniform mass. This 
mass is treated in a rota spinning 
machine. 

This first spine it into a coarse yarn 
and then draws and spins this yarn 
until it becomes fine and quite strong 
Where a hard, strong thread is re- 
quired for certain fabrics the asbestos 
varn is put into a doubling and twist- 
ing machine, where two or more of 
thé yarn thread are combined. Of 
course if the asbestos is to be impreg- 
| nated with rubber a smooth, hard 
finished thread is not desirable. 

The spinning of asbestos for a long 
time seemed of great difficulty, owing 
to the manner in which the threads 
persisted in slipping past each other 
Finally it was discovered that under 
| the microscope a thread of asbestos 
showed a notched surface and that! 
by means of special twisting th« 
| spinning could be made successful 
Now, after much experimenting, 
manufacturers are able to spin a sin- 
gle asbestos thread of 100 yards in 
length not weighing over qn ounce.

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ORIGIN OF PHRASES. 


The Famous “Hobson” Was 
of a Livery Stable. 


When we speuk facetiously of some- 
one for whom we have a reverence 
as having ‘‘kicked the bucket” we 
employ a phrase that would seem to 
be a piece of latter-day slang, but, 
as a matter of fact, it dates back to 
old England. when, about the year 
1725, one Bolsover hung himself to a 
beam while standing on the bottom 
of a bucket and then kicked the 
bucket away. Although at first used 
only in cases of suicide, it has ap- 
plied in the course of years to any 
death, without distinction. 

When we take what we can get and 
not what we want and call it ‘‘Hob- 
son's choice” weare not referring to 
a gentleman who onc? was famoua 
because of his kissing capacity, and 
is now endeavoring to scare the wits 
out of us with dire predictions of » 
Japanese invasion. 

The Hobson of the popular phrase 
was another one, and his vocation 
was more peaceful, although he prey- 
ed upon the pocket-books of his coun- 
trymen. His given name was Tobias, 
and he was the first man in England 
to run a livery stable and to rent 
out steeds to th> horseback riding 
gallants of that long-ago day. While 
his stuble was well filled with horses, 
they were, as usual, in livery stables, 
of varying degrees of speediness, but 
no choice was permitted his custom. 
The horse that stood nearest the 
door, whethsr he was spavined, ring- 
boned or a thoroughbred, was the one 
that the next customer had to take, 
and they were all rented at the same 
rates. Hence ‘‘Hobson'’s choice" 
came to be a synonym for no choice 
at all, which is the sense in which 
we use it to-day.

After Hawing Been Balloted For and 
Unanimously Blackbailed He Made 
Every Member Deny His Vote and 
Then Declared Mimeeclf Elected. 


It was a witty bishop who once de 
fined a club as a place “where women 
ceave from troubling and the weary 
are at rest.” Another amusing defini- 
tion was that given by George Au- 
gustus Sala. “A club,” said he, “is a 
weapon used by savages to keep the 
white woman at a distance.” Nowa- 
days, however, us Kalpb Nevill re 
marks in his bouk, “London Clubs,” 
thingy are different. “Within tbe last 
twenty-five years’ or so the spirit of 
London club life has entirely changed. 
The old fashioned clubman, whose 
whole life was bound up with one or 
otber of these tustitutions,”® ls now 
practically extinct.”

to the clubbouse and waited down- 
stairs while the ballot was in progress. 

The result, a foregone conclusion, 
was unfavorable to the candidate, not 
even one white ball being among the 
black, the admiral having been among 
the first to deposit bis. Mr. Brooks 
eventually went to tell Fitzgerald, who 
was waiting in the hall, that there 
was one black ball and that therefore 
his candidature bad failed.

‘The “stand- 
ard” fee would have to be much bigh- 
er than 'the averuge fee at present and 
there would have to be some method 
of enforcing Its sure payment. Only 
with the standard fixed, as pow, by 
the ability of the wealthy ts it possible 
fur the poor tu receive tbe benefits of 
the highest profexsioual skill without 
losing their self respecu—New York 
Medical Journal.

Describing the work of the Cana- 
dian ttapper, a correspondent of Can. 
‘ada, in the course of an interesting 
article, says that the trapper on the 


warpath sets out with perhaps three, — 


days’ supplies wrapped in a blanket, 
sometimes on his back, or if the snow 
has fallen deep, on a hand sled. In 
the crook of his arm he carries » 
rifle, and at his belt hangs a small 
hatchet and a keen knife. He may 
be making a 50-mile circuit, durin 
which he will place perhaps 
snares, according to the signs of ani- 
mals he may meet. For some, steel 
traps are used; for other species he 
makes a snare with a sapling, while 
for the smaller fur-bearer a noose is 
fashioned of twine, vire being ren- 
dered useless by the severe cold. The 
enares set and baited, follows the 
second trip to collect the proceeds of 
the trapper’s ingenuity, and to. reset 
traps or restock them with bait, for 
often the wi beasts contrive to 
snatch the fish meat used to at- 
tract them’ witHovt springing the 
trap. The Indians «re undoubtedly 
the finest trappers in the world, their 
natural ability to withstand the cli- 
mate and the loneliness, combinin: 
with their knowledge of the habits o 
the fur-bearing animals and their 
clevernegs in setting smares and bait 
to make them successful where’ the 
white man fails. During 1909 the In- 
dians of Canada netted $828,221 as 
the result of their trapping journeys, 
an increase Of $221,387 compared with 
the amount received for furs in 1908. 
Of this amount the greatest catch was 
fn Saskatchewan, in which province 
$192.942 worth of furs was obtained, 
while British Columbia. was a close 
second with $180,190; Ontario third, 
$151,160, and Quebec fourth, $121,477. 
Tt must be remembered that trap- 
ping is only carried on in these parts

in the smallest degree. The sound 
of a settler’s axe will clear a district 
of game quicker than a hundred years 
of the wary hunter. The principal 
fur-bearing animals of Canada are 
fox of the blue, cross, red, silver 
white and black varieties; wolverine 
otter, lynx, bear, mink, marten, 
beavér, and musk-rat. Of these the 
fox skins are the most valuable, = 
silver skin having been known to 
fetch $1,700 on the London market. 
The white and blue phases of the 
Arctic fox are the winter dress of dif- 
ferent animals, not the winter and 
summer coats of the same animal. 
The white fox .is foun ali erer Gens, 
ada from the 50th parallel, or | t 
with the south shore of Hudson Bay, 
to as far north as animal life is 
found. The black fox, skins of which 
have been known to sell for $4,000 in 
St. Petersburg, is a rarity. and the 
cross fox is not a hybrid, but » 
species which bears the mark of @ 
cross upon its shoulders. The beaver, 
which was for many years threatened 
with extinction owing to the whole- 
sale methods of slaughter employed 
by the trappers, is again taking its 

ace in the market. The beaver is, 
ie reason of its winter habits, par- 
ticularly easy of capture. These ani- 
mals, at once Jumber-jacks, engin- 
eers, plasterers, and stonemasons, en- 
dowed with an almost supernatural 
instinct, build their homes in the 
banks of streams, with the entrance 
beneath the water-line. They first 
dam up the stream so that the falling 
ot the water wi!] not leave the en- 
trance to the lodge exposed to the 
view of and entry by their natural 
enemies. To make the dams trees 
are felled and cut into lengths to suit 
the conditions of the river bed.
